W a s h in g ton C ity , April 30.—Tariff is to 
occupy the attention of the house, not only 
constantly during 
this week, but for the nex t 
month. 
An arrangement may 
1« entered 
into by which the tariff bill will lie set aside 
for a day or two, in which to further consider 
or complete the river and harbor bill; but at 
present the friends of the Mills bill refuse to 
permit anything to stand in its way. The 
general debate will run about ton days yet, 
and the interest will then be materially in­ 
creased, as the measure will be debated under 
the five minute rule, when amendments will 
be considered, and when individual members 
will look specially after the interests of their 
local industries and their constituents. 
The 
prospects at this time are that the bill will 
not l>e finally voted on till the middle of 
Juno.

The shooter 
was W. A. Hedburg , a Burling ton fireman, 
one of those employ ed since the strike beg an. 
There were but two ey e-witnesses of the affair, 
ex cept the participants, and one of the lat­ 
ter 
is 
not 
av ailable 
as a 
witness,1 
as he is in a critical condition. 
Hed­ 
berg g av e himself up as soon as the shooting 
w as done and was put in jail. 
There was in­ 
tense ex citement among the strikers and their 
friends and much talk of ly nching , but the 
officials placed a strong g uard armed with 
Winchesters around and in the jail, and the 
orders were to shoot to kill if any mob law* 
wak attempt**« !. 
The inquest on the trag edy 
w as l>eg un yester;Iky , and tho testimony of 
Mrs. Alex McKee, who was one of the out­ 
side witnesses, was as follows: 
She say*s that she saw two men, unknown 
to her, suddenly* appear hack of Hedberg, one 
of them coming from behind a tree. 
These 
turned out to lie Newell and Cable. 
The 
shorter one struck at Hedberg, 
She heard a 
pistol report, an« l turned her lien« i to cry to 
her husband. 
“Some one is killing Hedberg. 
As she turned back she saw* the same man 
strike again at Hedberg, the latter holding 
one hand up to protect his bead, « and draw­ 
ing a revolver with the other. 
She saw the 
gleam of the barrel and the flash after tho 
two reports. 
Newell sank dowm out of sight, 
an« I Cable ran across tho road and then back 
again, falling several times in doing so. 
Alderman Erickson was startled by the re­ 
ports from his newspaper reading, lie heard, 
as he opened his front door, Hod berg's mother 
saying: “My God, Albert, what di« l you do 
that 
forf’ 
Hearing a 
groan, Erickson 
searched until he found Newell, w*ho w*as in 
the agonies of death. 
Hedberg had then re­ 
turned an« l was standing by him. 
In answer 
to a question he confessed that he had shot 
Newell. The alderman put him under arrest 
and took him to the calaboose, the young 
man offering no resistance. 
Mrs. McKee's husband is one of the new 
engineers on the f’Q,” and she showed a 
marked aversion for the strikers, so much sc 
as to impair the force of her statements. 
When Cable rushed up to her, his face cov­ 
ered with blood from the horrible wound in 
his head, she coolly asked: 
“Arc you a striker!“ 
He said he wanted a doctor. 
She repeated: “Are you a striker!” and 
then added: “If y*ou were not a striker 1 
would ask you in the house and bandage your 
head, but if you are I will not. 
There are 
doctors on Main street. 
You had better run 
there.”

Hedberg says: “I have boon threatened 
several times with violence and subjected to 
all kinds of insults. 
Th« >se two men never 
threatened mo that I know* of. 
I saw them 
coming toward me, but did not think of any 
violence being done me. 
Newell caught me 
around tho body with one arm and around 
the neck with tho other, twisting my head 
back. 
My* left arm w*as fast. 
I was then 
struck in tho face. 
I drew my* revolver with 
my right hand, and fired twice without know- 
ing where the weapon was pointed. 
Newell 
let go, staggered, and fell into tho gutter, 
while Cable ran.” 
Saturday night tho lump on Hedberg’s 
cheek was noticeable. 
The ball that struck 
Newell entered his left side and passe; 
1 up­ 
ward through his heart, coming out the right 
sale of tl# neck and dropping into his coat. 
That hitting Cablo struck him in the fore­ 
head and followed the skull around, issuing 
from behind tho right ear. 
Cable is in a 
critical condition, and his doctor predicts his 
death at any* moment. 
Tho inquest was not completed, and it is al­ 
leged that there arc witnesses who will swear 
that in a jjool-room but a half hour before 
the shooting Hedberg threatened to shoot any 
striker who followed him, mid that on three 
occasions ho had told the strikers that they 
could call him all the names that they ¡fteased,

T w o of O ur N ew W a r V essels G lid e In to 
T lteir P rop er E lem en t. 


P h ila d e lp h ia , Pa., April 3 0.—Thousands 
upon thousands of people weFe g athered Sat­ 
urday afternoon in the v icinity of Crardp’s 
ship-y ards to witness tho launching of the two 
new war v essels, the g unboat Yorktown and 
the dy namite cruiser, and deleg ations from 
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YORKTOWN. 
IV axliington and 
of leading citizens of Phila­ 
delphia were embarked at the scene on the 
steamer Columbia « and the revenue cutter 
Hamilton. 
The shipping which was gathered 
in the river was thick with humanity and 
gayly decked in colors. 
Extraordinary in­ 
terest was taken in tho event as marking one 
of tho most important steps toward the re 
habUitation of the American navy, and plae 
ing it upon an equality with the maritime 
forces of other nations. 
In the y*ards work­ 
men had for hours been busy in preparing for 
the movement of the new warships into their 
projier element, and their huge and formida­ 
ble structures awakened the patriotism 
of 
every* heart. 
Cordons of streamers and flags 
were strung over them, and they had as much 
of a bridal look as grim war vessels can have. 
The \\ aslnngton party, which was brought 
in two sections of seven ears each, arrived at 
1 o’clock, and proceeded to the steamer Col­ 
umbia, where they* were received by* Mayor 
Fitter and a delegation of the leading citi­ 
zens, together with several of the governors 
of the thirteen original states, who held a 
meeting here in the morning for the purpose’ 
of making arrangements for the erection of 
a monument in Fairmount park in celebration 
of tho centennial of the constitution. 
A few moments before 3 o’clock, which was 
the hour set for launching, Secretary W hit­ 
ney and a portion of his party left the Colum­ 
bia, and proceeded to a platform near the 
bows of the two vessels. 
The signal being 
given the blocks wero cut from under the 
Yorktown, and at
